Claims 1-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102 (b) as being anticipated by Richmond et al. 
Richmond et al. Teach the use of HEPES in combination with bicarbonate, electrolytes and an 
energy source in an irrigating composition. See table 1 . The use of such composition for 
irrigation during ophthalmic surgery is also taught. See page 3, paragraph 4, lines 5 and 6.
